Joliet, III.. Nov. 23.—A harmonious 
meeting of coal operators and miners 
was held in the courthouse here Mon­ 
day. 
The convention adjourned until 
today without definite action, but it 
is the feeling that the operators and 
men are closer together than they have 
been since the strike began July 4. 
There will not he a final adjournment 
until some plan for a settlement has 
been decided upon which the miners’ 
delegates may refer to their constitu­ 
ents for ratification. 
Every mine in 
the northern field was represented, 
j 
W. H. Holcomb of the Wilmington 
Star Coal company presided and State 
Secretary W. D. Ryan of the miners’ 
organization acted as secretary. 
A 
committee on cerdentials. composed 
of three representatives from each side, 
was appointed, and it reported in fa­ 
vor of granting one vote to each mine 
for the operators as well as for the 
men. 
In cases where a mine had more 
than one representative the vote be 
divided so that it would not aggregate 
more than one, and in cases where a 
delegate represented more than one 
mine he was to have a vote for each. 
Prior to the joint convention the 
miners held a secret conference, at 
which the following scale was decided 
upon as a proposition to be submitted 
to the operators for a settlement of 
the strike: 
Wilmington field, gross 
weight. 67 cents a ton; Spring Hill, 
gross weight, 67 cents a ton: LaSalle 
field, 
gross 
weight, 62 cents a ton; 
Streator field, gross weight, 44 cents a 
ton. 
The operators also held a secret con­ 
ference, but they declined to say what, 
if any, action they had decided upon. 
It will be noticed in the proposition 
from the miners that no mention is 
made of a price 
for raining over 
screens. 
It 
is 
the 
general feeling of the 
miners of the northern field that the 
doom of the screen is at hand and the 
sentiment was expressed more than 
once that price was a secondary con­ 
sideration 
to the abolition 
of the 
screen. 
The miner wants pay for all 
the coal he digs. 
He has stood out and 
suffered since July for this principle, 
and he is prepared, if necessary, to 
stand out more months in its defense. 
The miners have been given assur­ 
ance by the majority of the operators 
that they would change to the gross- 
weight system just as soon as the 
necessary changes could be made in 
the mines.

Streator, III., Nov. 23.—The most j 
disastrous fire that has visited Streator j 
since 1874, when nearly the whole bu si- j 
ness section of the city was destroy- ; 
ed, occurred Monday night. About 6:30 , 
o’clock a lamp exploded in the milli­ 
nery department in the second story 
of the store of I). Heenan & Go., the 
largest retail firm in central Illinois 
and the mammoth store, comprising a 
building 75 by 200 feet in size, three 
stories high and a basement, all filled 
with meichandlee, was destroyed. The 
firemen, owing to a lack of ladders, 
were not able to reach the blaze in 
time to do effective work, and in a 
few minutes it was seen the place was 
doomed to destruction. 
The firemen 
then turned their attention to the ad­ 
joining buildings. 
A strong wind blew the flames across 
the street, and when it was thought 
the buildings would surely take fire 
and the entire business 
district 
be 
wiped out the Ottawa fire department 
was* telegraphed for. and arrived at 8 
o’clock. 
At that time the fire was un- , 
der control. 
The total loss to the firm of D. Hee­ 
nan & Co. is placed at $225,000. as 
follows: Building, $75,000; fixtures and 
stock. $150,000. 
The insurance is esti­ 
mated at $125,000. 
A number of other establishments 
suffered losses varying from $500 to 
$3,000. 
Among these are: 
H. F. How­ 
land, furniture dealer, $3,000; M. Pur­ 
cell & Co., dry goods, $2,500; Julius 
Moses, clothier. $2,000; Abe Levi, boots 
and shoes, $1,000; D. R. Taylor, den­ 
tist, $3,000; Barney Keating. $2,500. 
The postoffice building was complete­ 
ly destroyed, but the carriers and em­ 
ployes secured all the mail and valu­ 
ables, only the letter boxes and big safe 
being left in the building. 
The loss on 
j the fixtures will be about $2,000. 
While the streets were crowded with 
people watching the fire a barrel of 
kerosene in the basement of the Hee­ 
nan building exploded and caused a 
momentary panic, as it was reported 
that several kegs of blasting powder 
were stored in the basement. 
This had 
been removed, however, when the first 
alarm of fire was given. 
The firm of D. Heenan & Co. is one 
of the oldest in LaSalle county and has 
been in business here for over twenty- 
five years. 
The firm was known all 
over central Illinois. 
It employed 120 
clerks. 
D. Heenan. head of the firm, 
was a penitentiary commissioner under 
Governor Altgeld. 
The resident mem­ 
bers of the firm could not say definitely 
whether they would rebuild or not.

N othing Very A lt raft ive About This Side 
o f th e Lives of Our Fam ous A ncestors. 
Good Thing* to Eat and D rink—Large 
F am ilies. 


Those who want to 
sort of people they were who gave 
America a Thanksgiving day should 
read Alice Morse Earle’s book, “ Cus­ 
toms and Fashions In Old New Eng­ 
land. ’ ’ 
The reader will surely wonder how 1 
it came about that these people were \ 
responsible for an anniversary day when 
they so bitterly opposed letting their 
poor, little, half frozen, skinny children 
celebrate April Fool's day. 
The young ones of those days were 
beautifully clad in linen—goose fleshy 
thought—little, thin linen, short sleev­ 
ed, low necked .shirts and baglike dress­ 
es of linen, drawn in around the neck 
with puckering strings. 
Then tho Sunday after they were born 
they were carried off to the meeting 
house to be baptized. There was no fire 
in those meeting houses, and they often 
had to break the ice in the christening 
bowl. But the Puritans had no monop­ 
oly of such cruelty to children. The ru­ 
bric of the Episcopalian prayer book 
says that parents must not defer baptism 
longer than the first or second Sunday 
after birth. 
One of these New England parsons 
believed in infant immersion and prac­ 
ticed it, too, till his own child nearly 
lost its life by it. After that he learned 
some sense. 
Judge bewall writes Jan. 22, 1694: 
“ A very extraordinary storm by reason 
of the falling and driving of the snow. 
Few women could get to meeting. A 
child named Alexander was baptized in 
tho afternoon. ’ ’ 
It is not surprising that consumption 
struck so deep into New England or 
that infant mortality was so great Re­ 
member, too, that in the books on the 
rearing of children it was advised that 
their feet bt* often dipped in cold water 
and that they wear ^iin soled shoes, 
“ that the wet may come freely to 
them.” 
One doesn’t wonder, either, at the 
size of the families. Sir William Phips 
was one of 26 children by the same 
mother; Printer Green had 30 children; 
the Rev. John Sherman of Watertown 
had 26 children by two wives—20 by 
his last. 
With death making so many 
subtractions, the Puritans had to do a 
little multiplication. 
It must have taken a good deal of 
scuffling with the elements to provide 
bread aud meat and clothes fora family 
like a small Sunday school. They didn t 
get enough to eat, it is plain, for the 
children were almost all rickety, and 
all had to take elaborate compounds of 
baked snails, mashed earthworms, herbs, 
hartshorn and strong ale to cure them. 
But tile children were smart children. 
Pliebe Bartlett was powerfully convert­ 
ed when she was 4 years old. Jane Tur- 
ell could t< ll Scripture stories before 
she was 2 years old, and before she was 
4 she could <av the greater part of her 
catechism, many of the Psalms, read 
distinctly aud make pertinent remarks 
on many things she read. She asked I 
many astonishing questions about divine 
mysteries. 
Cotton Mather took his little daugh­ 
ter Katy, aged 4, into his study and 
told her that he was to die shortly and 
that slit' must remember all he said. He 
aet before her the sinful condition of 
her nature and charged lier to pray in 
secret places every day, and so on, with 
much more lugubrious matter of the 
same sort. 
He lived 30 years after he 
seared poor little Katy so. 
That s tin' lively sort of time the 
Puritan children had. 
Tile poor little Puritan boys were not 
allowed to go swimming at all, and 
every tithmgman was strictly enjoined 
to keep them from it. Each tithingman 
had ten families under his charge, and 
if one may estimate that there were ten 
boys in each family ti * chances are 
that on a hot August day some one of 
those IOO young ones defied the law, its 
dread executor and the chances of going 
to a place where it is more than August 
all the year around, aud no good swim­ 
ming holes either. 
But the young ones danced, and they j 
had punch to drink. One little girl 8 I 
years old wouldn’t stay at lier grand- j 
mother’s house because she couldn’t* 
have wine to drink at every meal, and I 
her parents upheld her in her conduct. 
They had candy and gingerbread and 
oranges and pictured story books; but, I 
alas, they were stories of the “ Conver- J 
sion and Holy and Exemplary Lives of 
Several Young Children, ” “ The Life of 
Mary Paddock, Who Died at the Age of 
Nine,” “ Praise Out of the Mouths of 
Babes,’’ aud the likes of them! 
They went to school aud froze there 
when they weren’t warmed up with ' 
“ lamming and with whipping aud such : 
benefits of nature.’ Besides, the teach- , 
er had devilish dc vices, such as a split ! 
branch, into whose cleft the bad child's 
nose was put aud pinched. 
They had

In the early days of New England 
almost everybody of dignity performed 
the marriage except the parson, and the 
whole company of guests used to invade 
the bridal chamber and make long pray­ 
ers there. A ouiig fellows who were not 
know just what j invited to the wadding had the pleasing 
custom of stealing tho bride after the 
marriage ceremony, carrying her off 
and releasing her only w hen the bride­ 
groom bought a supper for them. 
They had good tilings to eat, though, 
if two people did have to eat off the 
same plate. For instance, one New 
England way to cook eels wTas to stuff 
them with nutmeg aud cloves, stick 
them with cloves, cook in wine, place 
on a chafing dish aud garnish with lem­ 
ons. Iudian pudding, hominy, suppawn, 
pone, sump and succotash they learned 
how' to cook from the Indians. Pump­ 
kins they didn’t tliiuk much of for the 
reason that they had such an overdose 
of them. Aud here is a recipe for “ puin- 
pion pye” which housewives may copy 
and use—if they can make head or tail 
of it: 
“ Take about half a pound of Pum- 
piou and slice it, a handful of Tyme, a 
little Rosemary, Parsley and Sweet

Remark - -

together whilst the Eggs and Pumpkins 
be not perceived and so serve it up. ” 
Probably' it was good, but there was 
mighty little “ pumpkin” to the “ pye” 
and a good deal of everything else in 
the shop. Sixteen eggs in a pie when 
they are selling at eight for a quarter 
will scare out a good many thrifty 
housewives of today. 
They were pretty heavy drinkers at 
first, but very early it began to be hard 
lines for habitual drunkards.

A popular drink in Salem w as” whis- 
tlebelly vengeance”—charming name! 
It was made of sour household beer 
simmered in a kettle, sweetened with 
molasses,

crumbs and drunk hot. 
For medicines rho old Puritans had 
the awfulest messes. £ow bugs and 
roses, and pounded coral, and toads 
caught in March and burned to a char, 
aud ambergris were some of the drugs! 
Of course they were bled and physicked 
to the last degree. They used to make 
up parties or classes and go to a retreat, 
where they would all be inoculated for 
smallpox uot vaccinated, hut inocu­ 
lated with the real disease. There they 
“ broke out” together, had the fever to­ 
gether, sweat together, scaled off to- 
g< tiler, and many a love affair sprang 


j up amid such highly unromantic cir- 
i cum stances. 
The greatest of all trials, one would 
think, was tho way the neighbors all 
got into the sickroom and prayed all I 
day long.
